No. 1 Men’s Team Places 
F ourth in Province and Sixth 
in Dominion; Ladies’ Team 
Fifth 

Results of the fourth hnnual Do¬ 
minion Marksmen .22 sporting rifle 
competition show that No. 1 team of 
the Vulcan Sporting Rifle Club* placed 
fourth in the province and sixth in 
the Dominion. Provincial titleholders 
for • the third year in succession are 
the sharpshooters of the Calgary 
Rifle Club, who will this month 'de¬ 
fend thfeir Dominion title against the 
eight other provincial titleholders. A 
record entry of 1,683 marksmen com¬ 
peted on a total of 219 teams from all 
over Canada and the Calgary marks¬ 
men eliminated 23 other Alberta 
teams to retain their crown. 

Closest contenders for the Alberta 
title was another team from the Cal 
gary Rifle Club, both squads posting 
a perfect score of 1500, but the win¬ 
ning team placing 133 X-ring shots in 
the inner bull’s-eye compared to their 
opponents’ 125. 

The personnel and scores of the No. 
1 team of the local rifle club which 
made such a fine showing is as fol¬ 
lows; H. E. King, 800 x 300; A. S, Lil¬ 
ly, 300; C. A. Stroud, 300; D. W. 
Brooks, 300; J. A. Anderson, 300; 
spares—L. W. Ottewell, 296; K. Fish¬ 
er, 299. The team total was 1600— 
114X. 

Team No. 2 placed eleventh and 
team No. 3 placed fourteenth in the 
province. 

A feature of the nation-wide compe 
tition this year was a special ladies’ 
championship, with ladies of the Cal¬ 
gary Rifle Club winning the western 
zone title. The ladies’ team from the 
Vulcan Rifle Club placed fifth in this 
competition, with a score of lAsi. 
Members of the team were Miss E. 
Speer, Mias M. Craig, Mrs. R. Lilly, 
Miss R. Kusch and Miss iC. Hoskyn, 
with Mrs. E. Clark and Miss D. Ad¬ 
am as spares.

'EM RST action of the reorganized government in 
Manitoba points to reforms of a minor nature. 
Each private member has taken a $37 cut in his salary 
of $1,837 and $580 has been cut from the salary of each 
minister with portfolio. There is also a saving in the 
elimination of the $2,200 formerly paid to opposition 
leaders. If this action may be construed as a sign of 
the* future, it is a trend in the right direction. 

The argument of the average person is not so much 
however, that legislative wages are exorbitant, as that 
there are too many legislators. If the Bracken govern¬ 
ment, with all parties united, would be sufficiently dar¬ 
ing to cut down representation to one member for each 
federal riding, it would give a practical lead to all other 
provinces. Every province has too large a legislature. 
A saving in salaries is, only one part of the saving which- 
might be effected by reduction of members. ' 

There are indications that Premier Bracken in form¬ 
ing a united front, has certain definite objectives. Mani¬ 
toba can now make a very strong drive for federal adop¬ 
tion of the Sirois recommendations. To quite a degree 
he has a following jn the west outside his own province, 
and has given leadership in agricultural interests. On 
occasions he has spoken for the prairie west, and not 
for Manitoba alone. In his opinion the Sirois plan of¬ 
fers an acceptable solutiod-for the debt difficulties of 
the provinces. When he goes to Ottawa in January, 
he will have the advantage of speaking for all parties, 
in- his representations. Saskatchewan is said to be of 
like mind with Manitoba in supporting tne Sirois re¬ 
port. 

Alberta’s position is not so clear, but there is no 
question that a great body of opinion is behind Premier 
Bracken. Attitude of Social Credit speakers in oppos¬ 
ing the recommendations contained in the Sirois report 
is not popular, and moreover lacks any detailed reason. 

It would be a wonderful experience for Albertans if 
the premiers of the three prairie provinces could go to 
Ottawa {md speak with one voice. Then that voice would 
be heard. Premier Blacken is given credit for a large 
share in bringing this important matter to a head at 
this time. He should have solid western backing. 

The position of Premier Aberhart at the moment is 
problematical, but it might be influenced by strong pres¬ 
sure from all Alberta organizations. Social Credit 
groups, after studying the Sirois report, might well be 
convinced that it offers the most practical and immed¬ 
iate solution of Alberta’s troubled affairs. And these 
groups undoubtedly would have influence with the 
premier. Added to these might come recommendations 
'tn the ureniier from municipal councils, Boards of

Mr. Priestley expresses the gen¬ 
eral tone of this forward look when he says: “I find a 
deep mental and spiritual unrest, a growing sense of 
frustration amongst a large cross section of British 
people. They are ready with all their power to break 
Herr Hitler, but they are also ready to break any imita¬ 
tion Hitlers nearer home. They are ripe for new oppor¬ 
tunities and responsibilities, for great enlargements of 
democratic principles. These classes of which I speak 
—scientific, professional, technical, skilled in all trades 
—are the people most necessary to the modern world.- 
Set them at work, not for some privileged group, but 
for their families, and for society in general, and out of 
the brave ruins of this war, there ran rise, as by magic, 
great new cities, fit habitations for an indomitable free 
people.” 

This vision is not only in the minds of idealists. The 
light is breaking in political circles. A group of experts 
is even now, in Britain’s extremity, surveying prospec¬ 
tive Social and economic problems, and how they are to 
be dealt with after the war. Socialization of medicine, 
rehabilitation of damaged pi operttes, revision of the 
educational system, social insurance, better housing, 
are all included in this post-war preparation. 

Uanada also has its problems, similar in many re¬ 
spects to those of Britain. Reluctant though some may 
be to admit it, social reconstruction is an inevitable con¬ 
sequence of this war.

Thetiariff today 
Is a minor cause of high costs, corntfrising/as it does less 
than a fifth of the total Dominion taxation, and an in¬ 
finitely less proportion if provincial and municipal tax¬ 
ation are added in, as they should be, because tney are 
factors in costs of goods produced. • 

Politicians’ sins have been supinely to permit certain 
classes of organized labor to rule the roost. Our trans¬ 
portation costs are out of line with Vhat they might 
be because labor prevents the elimination of duplicated 
railway lines and service and because some railway 
workers are paid at such a high rate that, if they worked 
a normally full month, their salaries would be compar¬ 
able to those of cabinet minister*: 

Often in the past it has been suggested that labor and 
agriculture might reasonably combine to further what 
were advanced as common interests. Actually the in¬ 
terests of the two are opposed, or will be opposed as 
long as labor is dominated by leaders whose sole ob¬ 
jective is to get for their dues-payers more money for 
less work. A sounder alliance would be between far¬ 
mers and employers of labor and perhaps include or¬ 
dinary run-o’-mine taxpayers, for these two or three 
groups are interested more directly in national pros¬ 
perity, for the reason that out of national prosperity 
they can more easily see individual prosperity.

Large Volume Mail Lost 
On Freighter tjo England 


11,000 Parcels of Tobacco for 
Soldiers Went Down with 
Beaverford; Explain Delay 
in Incoming Mail 


A recent letter from W. J. Turn 
bull, of the federal department of 
Public Relations; explains certain lo*f 
of mail, enroute to England, and also, 
explains delay in mail reaching Can 
ada. The letter saysr 

You will recall that on Novembei 
20th I wrote you in regard to the 
question of the delivery of mail to 
troops overseas, pointing out that a 
large volume of mail was on board the 
C.P.R. freighter “Beaverford,” recent¬ 
ly sunk in the Atlantic. It may intern 
est you to know that there were 11,- 
000 parcels of tobacco, intended for 
soldiers, on board this steamer. 

A further instance of “unavoidable" 
delay in the delivery of overseas mail 
has just come to my attention. The 
cover of an item of mail matter re¬ 
ceived on November 29th by an of-, 
fleer of the 'Department-has been sub¬ 
mitted to me and the date stamp 
shows that it was mailed at a Field 
Post Office in England on October 17. 
The letter was included in the mail 
placed on hoard S.S. “Beaverhill” 
which left England 18th October. This 
steqmer was subsequently attacked by 
the enemy and was forced to return 
to England for repairs upon comple¬ 
tion of repairs the steamer sailed 
again and arrived in Saint John at 
5.00*8.m. on November 28th. Delivery 
of the mail on board, as shown by the 
item in question, was affected in Ot¬ 
tawa on November 29th—43 days af¬ 
ter date of mailing. 


War Notes 


Cheering news from Egypt has 
heartened the British people, and the 
capture of great forces of Italians has 
ndicated the trend of the struggle in 
the far east. Communications, be¬ 
tween Italian sections have been sev¬ 
ered, isolating great numbers of Fas¬ 
cist troops. Prims Minister Church¬ 
ill’s speech on Tuesday, spoke of the 
importance of R.A.F. support to 
Greece, which had delayed the con¬ 
templated offensive in Egypt. But by 
the beginning of December the air¬ 
force in Egypt was once again able 
to support the forward movement 
there. British and Imperial troops, 
aided by Free French have attacked 
Italian positions, advancing 76 miles 
across the- desert almost at a single 
hound. The Italians are being stead¬ 
ily driven back along a wide front. 

The continuing defeat of Fascists 
in Greece and North Africa, is*, dis- 
lupting to Mussolini'S pride. It is re¬ 
ported that Count Clano, son-in-law 
of Mussolini and foreign minister, is 
being held accountable for Italian 
losses in Albania and may be replaced 
by Count Giandi. 

The marvellous offensive of Greece 
against the invasion of Italy, has 
brought a crisis in Italian affairs. Al¬ 
most from the first, the Italian record 
in its attack on Greece has been one 
of rout. Strengthened by British nav¬ 
al and «.ir power, Grecian fighters 
have driven the enemy* back through 
Albania, capturing thousands of Ital- 
.an.s and lesulting in general demoral¬ 
ization and flight. This sorry show¬ 
ing has had its repercussions in Fas¬ 
cist governmental circles and'amongst 
the people. The resignation of Gen¬ 
eral Radoglio, has removed one of the 
most experienced commanders and 
one who was leputedly not in favor of* 
the present Italian military policies, 
A second sensational retirement has 
been that of Count de Vecchi, one of 
the original Big Four of-Italian Fas¬ 
cism. He has been commander and 
governor of the Aegean islands, and 
.his resignation removes a key man 
from Mussolini’s support. The re¬ 
tirement of the chief of the naval staff 
is another evidence that anything 
may now happen in Italy. 

Reports of rioting and revolt in 
Naples, Venice and Milan are further 
evidence of unrest. 

Accumulation of unfavorable inci¬ 
dents lead to the surmise that Italy 
will be out of the war, or a German 
vassal state in three months. It is 
said that there is a growing split be¬ 
tween Fascists and the Italian army, 
with graat difference of opinion on the 
advisability of attacking Greece. 

Meanwhile, heavy penalties are im¬ 
posed on Italian farmers withholding 
production from compulsory storage, 
and on mine owners failing in speed- 
tip measures. 

General Unrest 

General unrest under German dom¬ 
ination is* increasing in Europe. Na¬ 
tional resources have been seized and 
the peopie reduced to starvation wag¬ 
es. It is estimated that in France 
wo-thirds of the people hope to see 
Britain victorious and the cleavage 
between government • and people 
grows wide. In the Netherlands and 
lelgium, passive, sullen resistance is 
i disturbing policy to German auto¬ 
crats. Denmark is being looted, with 
the best of the products going to Ger¬ 
many. Norway is giving most trou¬ 
ble, and is difficult to control. It is 
estimated that 3,000,000 Poles haye 
perished under German occupational 
,’olish life is a nightmare of -semi- 
starvation. The Czech# while osten¬ 
sibly submerged, retaliate with faulty 
workmanship. Rumania is being 
steadily absorbed, with Rumania auth- 
oiitisa tjo more than figure heads.

What will be the situation if the 
conference to be held in January fav¬ 
ors adoption of the report and such 
federal or provincial legislation as 
would be necessary is passed? 

The federation that is Canada will 
be re-federated, apd in a form not 
dreamed-of by those who sat arourn*. 
the conference tables prior to 1867. 
The spirit will be the same, but the 
pattern different. 

The Dominion will take over all 
provincial debts amounting to ap¬ 
proximately $2,200,000,000 which, ad¬ 
ded to' the present $4,856,027,000 in 
Dominion and C.N R. debt would place 
a burden of approximately $7,000,000, 
(lOO on tbs Dominion. 

The Dominion would also take over 
responsibility for all unemployed, ex¬ 
cept for those who are unemployable. 
The federal government will have an 
unemployment insurance scheme (al¬ 
ready taken care of by legislation of 
last session). 

As compensation for the relieving 
of thd provinces of these burdens, the 
provinces will relinquish to the Do¬ 
minion all powers ”of collecting in¬ 
come and corporation taxes and suc¬ 
cession duties. 

To the answer tkat, after this ad¬ 
justment, all provinces should share 
equally in the benefits of the plan for 
stabilizing economic and social ser¬ 
vices, national adjustment grants will 
he made from the federal exchequer 
to such provinces as require them so 
that taxation ami services may oe 
equalized througheut the whole coun¬ 
try. 

Amendments to the British North 
America Act will be necessasry, 
though the commission in its report 
suggests the possibility of delegating 
powers by the Dominion and provin¬ 
ces to one another in specific cases to 
eliminate the necessity for certain 
amendments, and to provide a more, 
flexible solution to the division of 
jurisdiction. 

The Dominion would assume the 
cost of $(12,000,000 annually in fin¬ 
ancing the present $2,200,000,000 of 
provincial debts, plus the $50,800,000 
burden (as of 1937) in relieving the 
provinces of the cost of employed. It 
would obtain increased revenues, sur¬ 
rendered by the' ptovinces, of $64,000,- 
000. The national adjustment grants 
would amount to $14,900,000 yearly. 
But,, these would replace the present 
subsidies to the provinces, which 
would be discontinued.

December 14 has been set as the 
date for conference of the Independ¬ 
ent party in Alhsrta. This will be 
held for discussion of public policies 
for the betterment of the province; a 
general policy to be followed by Inde¬ 
pendent members of the legislature, 
and matters which come before the 
meeting. 

Every’ rural constituency is entitleu 
to send three delegates, while Calgary 
and Edmonton are each entitled to 
nine delegates. The cities having five 
members each, are entitled to 16 dele¬ 
gates. But it was felt that agricul¬ 
ture should dominate the political pic¬ 
ture in Alberta. Sessions will be op¬ 
en to all who care to attend, but only 
delegates will have voting privileges. 

The Independent party started as a 
people’s enterprise. In the general 
provincial election last spring the So¬ 
cial Credit party got 49.68% of the 
total vote, the Independents got 
48.84 %. The-number of votes cast 
for Social Credit were 132,869 and for 
Independents 130,603. It will thus be 
realized that in point of voters the In¬ 
dependent members represent almost 
as large a fallowing as the govern¬ 
ment, despite the fact that Social 
Credit elected 36 members and Inde¬ 
pendents 19. 

The Independent members carry the 
responsibility of representing almo3i 
half the voting population -of 
Alberta. They are anxious to keep in 
touch with the electorate generally, 
and to fulfil the purposes for which 
they were elected. For this reason it 
is important that there should be a 
large and representative attendance 
at the conference in Edmonton on De- 
cemba: 14th. 


Censorship has been lifted in Bri¬ 
tain to disclose that certain cities in 
England, have suffered, great devasta¬ 
tion as a result of recent raids. Bir¬ 
mingham, the second largest indus¬ 
trial city of England, is described as a 
“shambles,” with undamaged shops 
unable to open because of the debris 
in the streets. Sections of Bristol 
have also been ruined, and Southamp¬ 
ton has suffered great damage.
